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Santa Ana site deemed gs 
best for music center |

It may not be long before we can view productions like Annie 
right here in Orange County. 

According to H. Robert Blaustone, SAC theater arts instructor 
and president of the Orange County Performing Arts Guild, ‘| 
think Orange County has come of age, appealing to over two 
million people. We should have our own performing arts center 
instead of relying on Los Angeles.” 

Such a center would include professional theater productions, 
musicals, operas, symphony concerts, ballet and popular music. 
Internationally known performers as well as local talent would 
provide unique and diversified programming, Blaustone feels. 

The $33 million proposed plan consists of a ‘‘three-- 
installation: a concert hall/theater with seating for 2,500, a 
multipurpose center seating about 2,000 and a small children’s 
theater with 700 seating capacity,’’ says Blaustone. 

Currently there’s nothing in Orange County over 1,600 seats 
(Santa Ana High School) ‘’which is neither large enough nor does 
it have the rigging for professional productions,” revealed 
Blaustone. ‘’So after 10 years and some 16 or 17 flag wavings, 
including the City Center and other nibbles, we landed at a 
location at UCI.” 

Yet, UCI wanted 100 days of the 270 production days for school 
use. ‘This would leave the center only 170 days to strive toturna 
profit,’” Blaustone remarked. ‘UCI would make it a deficit due to 
what we call the ‘academic syndrome.’ School plays are not the 
kind which draw people. Furthermore, the center would be 
associated with an amateur reputation instead of professional.” 

However, after an $80,000 feasibility study, a location on 
North Main Street across from Fashion Square has proven the 
best location ‘‘because of freeway access and area businesses 
and restaurants that could contribute to a performing arts 
atmosphere,’ said Blaustone. ‘’Plus Santa Ana’s central location 
is a bullseye to serve the greater amount of population along with 
being the county seat.” 

With such organizations like the Orange County Performing 
Arts Guild, Santa Ana Community Redevelopment Agency, the 
City Council and SAC Board of Trustees unified, Blaustone feels a 
North Main center will be a winner both sroncmicaly and 
culturally. 

He also hopes the efforts will pay off with definite plans ; being 
announced before the end of the year. 

The SAC instructor ended with this statement, ‘I’ve made a 
lifetime of teaching. I’m all too aware that a community is 
enriched by the performing arts, which is passed from generation 
to generation in terms of community spirit, enjoyment, entertain- 
ment and imagination.”

If the SAC Athletic Department had its way, the 
campus Cafeteria and snack bar would undergo a 
fitness program. 

““Eogods that promote heart disease, arterio- 
sclerosis, high blood pressure and cancer abound 
in our cafeteria and snack shop,” claims a survey 
recently conducted by Athletic Department 
students. Singled out in the study were such fast 
food items that have become staples with college- 
age students as hamburgers, french fries, donuts, 
chips, candy bars and soft drinks. 

As a countermeasure to the report, Ron Sabo, 
director of campus auxiliary services, explained, 
“The way the cafeteria is now is the way it has 
always been. 

“Until people make known a desire for a change, 
the cafeteria will continue to serve what it is 
now,’ Sabo continued. “We serve what the 
people want.” 

It is such a change through educational 
knowledge about the nutritional value of food that 
the Athletic Department hopes to foster through 


‘this study. ‘It seems that people have yet to apply 


their knowledge of unhealthful food into their 
diet,’’ the student survey concludes, in laying the 
blame on the consumers of cafeteria fare. 
Health experts are focusing on fried and deep 
fried food as well as fatty foods as being 


“responsible for arteriuscierosis, “a disease in 


Also being re-examined is America’s love of 
sweets as evidenced bythe brisk sale of sugary 
goods in SAC’s vending machines. Not only is 
tooth decay a risk, but according to a SAC health 
teacher, ‘‘Refined sugar also cultivates an illness 
affecting perhaps the body’s most vital organ--the 
heart.”’ 

And the report points out the link between high 
blood pressure and the ingestion of too much salt, 
something to think about whether or not you 
liberally sprinkle on sodium by-products on your 
food. 

Another focal point of the study involves 
tobacco. ‘Cigarettes are sold on campus, which 
seems to encourage rather than discourage the 
habit of smoking,” said the Athletic Department. 

But there are some students who do not favor 
the possible ban on cigarette vending machines. “'| 
think that removing the cigarette machines would 
be infringing on the rights of the students,” said 
non-smoker David Skuljan. 

“| don't smoke, but taking away the cigarette 
machines could be a step toward totalitarianism, 
chimed in another student , Karl Anderson. 

Perhaps such a democratic attitude also would 
apply to eating habits as Sabo has suggested. 

Much of the food served in SAC’s eating 
establishments is very healthful such as milk, 
yogurt, coitage cheese, fruits, juices and 


exposed to. 

“| wonder about the cafeteria’s refrigeration 
process, said Mary Wilhelm, a SAC Health 
Center coordinator, registered nurse and health 
educator. ‘The food is cold, but it doesn't taste 
absolutely fresh. 

“The lettuce in their salads isn't crisp,” 
continued Wilhelm, ‘‘and almost all of the yogurt 
and cottage cheese | have had here has had fluid 
on the surface which is a sign of old age.” 

As a followup to its study, the Athletic 
Department has suggested such improvements as 
adding a salad bar with fresh vegetables which 
still contain their full vitamin value; providing 
more steamed or hot fresh vegetables; and 
featuring more baked or broiled fish or fowl to 
eliminate some of the fried variety. 

The Athletic Department hopes that much of 
this can be accomplished when a new building 
that will encompass a new cafeteria, student 
center and health department is constructed in 
the next couple of years. 

In the meantime, the health and P.E. teachers 
will continue to educate SAC students to the 
merits of a well-balanced and nutritional diet. 

Or as Sabo put it, ‘Unless a majority of students 
express a desire for better food, the new cafeteria 
will continue to serve what is popular with the 
students today.” 
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New student attitude 
adds to grade inflation

In a day when prices soar and 
the dollar falls, it’s no wonder 
that inflation has also taken its 
toll on grading with a rise inA’s 
and B's. 

‘*Both the faculty and 
administration have been 
following closely trends in 
grading both at SAC and 
nationally,’’ says Dr. Richard 
Sneed, vice president of 
Academic Affairs. ‘It is my 
impression that inflation is not 
quite as severe here as 
elsewhere. On theother hand it 
is still a problem that has to be 
reckoned with in each academic 
department.” 

Bob Daly, Institutional Re- 
search assistant, reports that 
the grade inflation of the early 
70’s has stabilized and is now 
slowing down. ‘The overall GPA 
peaked in fall ‘74 at 2.85. The 
next year it dipped to 2.72 and 
last semester was back up to 
2.83.”

However, Daly adds, ‘These 
figures are misleading because 
there are fewer grades used in 
the calculation. Credit/noncredit 
classes and withdrawals are not 
added into GPA so they do not 
effect it.”’ 

Proving this point, in Spring 
73, 71 per cent of the grades 
were used while in Spring ‘78 
only 56 per cent were letter 
grades, he said. 

In fact, over the five years, A 
grades have dropped 4 per cent 
and B grades 5 per cent. The 


_inflation began with a drop in C’s 


and an 11 per cent increaseof 
W's. W's now constitute 36 per 
cent of all grades, while credit/- 
noncredit classes increased 
from 1 to 8 per cent. 

Lee Ford, Humanities dean, 
attributes the cause to the 
change in both teacher and 
student attitude. ‘‘It is partly due 
to people not wanting to take a 
C. Students no longer think of C 
aS a standard grade, only A’s 
and B's. 

Ford continued, ‘The recent 
iiberalized policy toward 
withdrawals without penalty 
has encouraged students to take 
a W instead of a C, D, or F.” 

Students pressured teachers 
by only taking classes with an 
“easy-grading’ instructor. This 


led to a ‘competition to keep 
students in their classes,” said 
Ford. ‘But when grade inflation 
was realized, teachers tightened 
up grade standards again.” 

“The biggest problem with 
grade inflation at a junior 
college level is subject 
creditability when transferring 
to a four-year institution. 

However, Ford feels, “We 
have done a very good job 
statewide. Our students hold 
their own with the _ native 
students. There is no decline: in 
grades and sometimes they are 
higher.” 

Social Science Dean Lee 
Layport says, ‘“We have a strong 
faculty who keep. standards 
relative to the needs of students. 
This department has seen little 
grade inflation.” 

Layport also thinks ‘a lot of 
grade inflation is in the occupa- 
tional programs, with the trend 
toward specialization instead of 
general education.” 

Sneed sums up SAC’s 
situation saying, ‘The faculty is 
coping with grade inflation. It is 
a struggle because according to 
many, students are not willing to 
do the work for higher grades 
‘and are willing to take a 
withdrawal rather than a C or

For all the farcical, nigh 
surreal, circumstances under 
which so-called human rights 
campaigns have been waged, 
none is more mind-bending 
than the “‘liberate the rich crook 
of your choice’’ movement.

Hearst's release because ‘she’s 
suffered enough (doesn’t that 
sound familiar?) a nice (sic) girl 
like her- shouldn't be living 
among hardened criminals (?!!!), 
or, the writers all-time favorite, 
“she was just young and 
impressionable and thus easily 
mislead.” 

All of those rationalizations 
are pure crap. That's right, crap. 
Nothing more, nothing less.

John Schmitz, SAC philosophy and political science 
teacher, was successful in his campaign for state 
senator. Schmitz will be sworn in (this December) as 
Republican representative of the 36th district, which 
encompasses,Orange County beach cities. 


Schmitz’ victory marks the end of a year-long 
campaign in which his character and ability to 
effectively serve were impugned by his opponent in that 
race, Democratic Assemblyman Ron Cordova. Cordova 
condemned Schmitz’ membership in the National 
Council of the John Birch Society, calling the group ‘‘a 
discredited and secret organization.” 


Schmitz has defended his affiliation with the Birch 
Society by stating that the California legislature has 
given the organization” a clean bill of health.” 


Schmitz, who won by a margin of 12,000 votes, said 
the election was ‘‘close, as partisan races go.’’ He cites 
his victory as being crucial in determining the political 
make-up of the state senate. Without this win, Schmitz 
states, Democrats would have had a 2/3rds majority in 
the senate. 


Pointing to other Republican victories, Schmitz says 
the fact that his party has gained seats in both national 
and state legislatures suggests a turning around of 
trends towards liberalism witnessed over the past years. 

The trend towards increased support of the 


Democratic party was spotlighted, many Democrats felt, 
when voter registration figures for Orange County 
released in October revealed that for the first time in 
years Democrats were in the majority.

You see, we figure the more you know about banking, the 
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Schmitz feels that popular support of Proposition 13 
‘ideals displays voter tendencies towards conservatism. 
Government spending limitations and tax reform seem 
to be of primary concern to conservatives, along with 


more stringent law enforcement (shown by republican 
Deukmejian’s election as Attorney General and passage 
of Proposition 7, increasing use of the death penalty). 


Schmitz, when asked about what he would do in 
regards to suggestions that have been made to extend 
busing in L.A. County to include schools from Ovange 
County, stated, ‘’I’m opposed to using education money 
for non-educational purposes.” 


In spite of the name-calling tactics used by his 
opponent during the campaign, Schmitz Says he stuck to 
discussing the issues at hand and was “‘pleased that one 
can win an election by running a clean campaign.” 


Although the state legislature will convene in 
January, Schmitz says that not much goes on there for 
the first month and that he will finish off the semester 
here at SAC before totally assuming his senatorial role 
in Sacramento. 


Schmitz says he plans to ‘‘set up an office that will 
truly represent and take care of the problems of his 
district.” 

When asked about what he believes his political 
future will be like, Schmitz said that he hasn't had time 
to think about it. He parallels his attitude about future 
political possibilities to the adage he adhered to as a 
half-mile runner in his school days. 

Schmitz says he'll take things, ‘One step at a time.”

“Atomic” is the brand name of 
one of his works, and it depicts 
his opinion of that power source, 
by illustrating a mushroom 
cloud with the type of oranges 
being from San Onofre. 


“PBS” is a satire of that 
medium. In his painting 
Sakoguichi portrays a television 
set just before a program starts, 
as the station is acknowledging 
the sponsor. Instead of the 
sponsor being a public source, 
as the name of the system would 
lead one to believe, all that is on 
the screen is the name of the 
giant oil corporation Exxon. 


But his works also include 
personal tones such as ‘Mom & 
Pop” (of his parents) and 
“Family 9066 Brand” (about his 
family in their refugee situation 
with the small boy front and 
center being Sakoguchi as he 
was at that time).

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Hot jazz music opensconcert season

The house lights dimmed and 
the SAC Percussion Ensemble 
opened the Fall Concert with a 
rousing version of Burt 
Bacharach's ‘South American 
Getaway” from the film Butch 
Cassidy and the Sundance Kid. 

Under Steve Traugh’s capable 
and enthusiastic guidance, the 
Percussion Ensemble explored 
Pop, Jazz, Latin, and Rock with 
an unexpectedly excellent show 
of versatility and ability.

James Michener’s new novel 
Chesapeake is a stimulating 
account of 400 years of history 
along Maryland’s Eastern 
Shore. 

Beginning with the Indians of 
the region § and continuing 
through a menagerie of indivi- 
duals that included English 
settlers, devout Catholics, 
Quakers, indentured servants, 
plantation owners, pirates, 
Slaves, shipbuilders, Irish 
immigrants and__ politicians, 
Chesapeake becomes a 
microcosm of _ society that 
reflects the changing values 
that have shaped our country’s 
and the world’s history. 

Several families are shown 
evolving during the novel. The 
proud and wealthy Steed’s, the 
compassionate Paxmore’s, the 
wily Tralocks and the 
industrious Caveny’s to name, 
just a few. All of these families 
help produce adventures that 
are exciting and help the story 
remain intriguing throughout. 

The most dramatic and 
courageous family in the book is 
the Cater clan. 

Their story begins in Africa 
where a voung man named 
Cudjo is captured, sold into 
slavery and brought to America.
